Look at the “rascally attorhey’’; he is 
always made an “undersized” man, 
though there is no reason why he should 
be.

Tue commercial lines between the 
United States and Mexico are being 
drawn more closely year by year 
through connecting railways, says an 
exchange. Within a short time more 
than one-half of the imports to Mexico 
will be carried on over American rail- 
ways and no smaller proportion of the 
exports will pass over the same roads. 
Of the total Mexican imports this 
country already furnishes nearly half 
or a little more than forty-two per 
cent. with a valuation of over $45,000,- 
000. Great Britain sends twenty-nine 
per cent., France twelve per cent., and 
Germany ten. 

The products of Mexico are of kinds 
which do not or will not interfere or 
compete with American industries. A 
reciprocity treaty with Mexico would 
thus be of no injury to our home inter- 
ests and would be of no vast advan- 
tage. Then instead of occupying but 
forty-two ~per cent. of the market, as 
we now do, we would practically close 
it to Europe, would supply Mexico 
‘with over ninety per cent. of her im- 
ports and would receive in return her 
own products and raw materials at 
comparatively insignificant cost. The 
advantages of our Hawaiian reciproc- 
ity treaty are doubtful, but against 
those which we would derive from a 
like treaty with Mexico no valid ar- 
gument could be adduced.

AN INDIAN BATTLE. 


Serieus Conflict in the Woukon 
Mining District, Alaska. 
SEATTLE, W.T., June 27.—A steam 
schooner arrived to-day from Alaska 
and brought word ofan Indian battle 
in the Youkon, mining district. A 
large party of prospectors engaged a 
number of Sitka Indians to carry their 
baggage from the head of canoe navi- 
gation to the summit of Chimeat Pass: 
This enraged the Chimesrt Indians, 
who claima monopoly of this busi- 
ness. A hand-to-hand fight took 
place, and numbers on both sides were 
wounded, The second chief of the 
Chimeats was killed. Thetribe then 
followed Sitka George, the opposing 
chief,to a white settlement and stabbed 
him. That nightthe whites, fearing 
a general massacre, started Indian 
messengers to Juneau for govern- 
mentofticials. Tae messengers were 
capturec, but white men subsequently 
reached Juveau, and the sSieamer 
Dispatch was chartered and at 
proceeded tothe relief of the sattlers. 
King William’s Speech 
Landtag. 
Berun, June 28.—King William 
opened the Landtag with imposing cer- 
emonies similar to the Reichstaz opan- 
iag ceremonials. The King stood hel- 
meted and made hisspeech, which was 
loudly applauded. Bismarck kissed 
his hand, and the King left‘the cham- 
ber amid loud cheering... William’s 
speech is in substance as followg: The 
Government would be exercised as a 
legacy from his grandfather. He 
would equally guard the rights of the 


people and the crown and protect all 
relations. He was gratified with the 

1 relations between the State and 
the Catholic Church, and satisfied with 
Prussia’s finances. He hoped that 
the relief of Communes and persons of 
small means from taxation would be 
possible. -He concluded his speech 
with the quotation from Frederick the 
Great: ‘fhe King is the first servant 
of the State.”’ 

The same ceremonies were ob- 
served to-day as when the Reichstag 
met. The King entered the hall, fol- 
lowed by the Koyal Princes. The 
Queen and Princesses occupied a dais 
to the right of the throne. ‘he mem- 
bers of the two Houses of the Landtag 
were stationed opposite the throne, 
the members of the Upper House on 
the right and those of the Lower 
House on the left side.- The President 
of the Upper House proposed cheers 
for the King, and they were given with 
enthusiasm. The chief passages of 
‘the address Weré loudly applauded. -

.... THE INDIAN SCHOOL. 

“Nahem” Offers Some Good Advice 
Relating to Its Construction. 
Relative to the awarding of the 

contract to outside contractors for 


the erection of the proposed Indian 
Schoel at Carson, ‘‘Nahom’’ writes 
‘from Elko, under date of the 25th 
instant, as follows: “I could not 
close this letter, although now 
almost too lengthy, without calling 
the attention of a certain class of 
people in Nevada to a fact I very 
much fear they are overlooking, 
and to their own detriment, and 
that is the erection of the Indian 
School at Carson City.

Let the work 
begiv; let the thoughtful act; let 
cootractors know What it was ap- 
propriated for, and let the working- 
mav Know that the government is 
uot a contractor for work which 
will deprive bim of honest toil, from 
earniog a living after it bas agreed 
to plece so much meney at his dis- 
posal so that he may earn au bop- 
est living, because a few con- 
tractors desire to make out of it all 
there isin it.
